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RECRUITING LIBRARIANS

Can we reconcile the new higher standards for professional librar- 
fans with the current shortage of library personnel? "Yes", said 
members of the Panel on Recruitment at the last N.Y.1.A. Conference. 
"The new standards may even make recruitment easier." 


Higher standards in other professions have had this effect. They 
seen to make entrance more rather than less desirable, both increasing 
the number and raising the quality of applicants for professional train- 
ing. Architecture was cited as another profession in which standards 
had been raised (in New York State), and with good effect on recruit- 
ment. 


The new certification regulations for public librarians have raised 
standards in three ways. They definitely require five years of prep- 
aration including the year of library school. They require that the 
initial library experience be a supervised internship. They require 
that the candidate pass a State "board" or "bar" examination in Librar- 
janship. As in other professions, there will doubtless be a short 
period of confusion while we adjust to the new standards. 


These higher standards for professional personnel will surely 
sharpen the distinction between professional librarians and other 
library personnel. No one mistakes an assistant in a doctor's office 
for the physician himself, yet to much of the public any worker in a 
library is perforce a librarian. Perhaps we will have to concentrate 
in the next several years on separating more sharply the professional 
and nonprofessional tasks in our library, and in making this separation 
clear to library boards and to the general public. The development of 
larger units of service under the new county library law will ease this 
job somewhat. Libraries under civil service will find that recent civil 
service announcements distinguish much more sharply than hitherto between 
the professional position of Junior Librarian, and the nonprofessional 
position of Library Assistant. 








As this distinction becomes clearer to library boards and to the 
general public, recruitment will be aided materially. How many times 
have we been asked: "Why is it necessary to spend a year in library 
school to learn to give out books?" The question is a natural one as 
long as the "librarian" to the public is the person at the circulation 
desk. A realization of the essentially professional responsibilities 
of the librarian will eventually raise the status of Librarianship in 
the public eye. Status has much to do with a supply of prospective 
librarians or a lack of it. Young people want to go into a field of 
work which they and their fellow citizens rate highly. 


Finally, as libraries enforce the new standards, they will find 
it necessary to raise professional salaries to a level commensurate 
with the amount of training and the caliber of persons required. The 
American Library Association has recommended a minimum beginning salary 
of $3581 for librarians with five years' training. We can place this 
fact before guidance counselors and young people themselves as we attempt 
to interest them in our profession. Already beginning salaries are at 
an all-time high. Junior librarians under state civil service begin at 
$3086. In the federal service, salaries begin at $3100. These salaries 
are considerably above the state minimum for teachers with the same 
amount of training. 


One member of the Panel, a high school guidance counselor, ex- 
pressed the need for more up-to-date, adequate information about the 
profession. Recent changes make this need even more evident. She also 
stated that she received offers from members of many other professions 
to talk about their work, but she could not recall ever once having 
been contacted by a librarian or library association with such an 
offer. 


We have made a great deal of progress professionally in the last 
several years. So much, indeed, that we should use every opportunity 
to present the profession of Librarianship to young adults as one which 
offers unexcelled opportunities for variety of work, technical and pro- 
fessional responsibility and adequate financial reward.

a bell-shaped smoke stack and represents the first locomotive used 

on the railroad after it was built early in the 1870s. 

The Mannsville Free Library held its formal opening in new 
quarters with about 90 people in attendance. A covered dish supper 
was served followed by a program with Kenneth C. Hughs, chairman of 
the library board, acting as toastmaster.

American Library Association, has been named chief of the New York 
Public Library's Circulation Department to succeed Esther Johnston 
who retired September 30. 

On September 12 Countee Cullen was honored in a memorial ceremony 
at the branch library at 136th Street. This branch is to be known 
in the future as the Countee Cullen Branch, in honor of the poet 
whose life and work were closely associated with this library and 
with the community. 

A $25,000 microfilming project is under way to serve as insurance 
against all kinds of damaze to the library's 8,000,000 card public 
catalog. 


Onondaga County. Doris E. Wise, head of the Young People's Department 


of the Syracuse Public Library, led a discussion group on “Books in 
the School and Home" at Cazenovia, as a part of the workshop sponsored 
by the Bureau of Child Development and Parent Education of the State 
Education Department.

over 70. 


St. Lawrence County. The Hepburn Library at Edwards is undergoing exten- 


sive repair. The roof is being fixed, the chimney repaired and a 
new heating system installed. In addition, new front doors have 
been put in and the trim on the library painted. 
The Norwood Library recently acquired a set of Mitten Letters which 
they are now using effectively in displays. 
The Massena Public Library reports the addition of two sections 
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of counter shelving for the Children's Room and a section of standard 
shelving for reference books and nonfiction. 

As a part of their community project, the Hammond Grange purchased 
and presented to the Hammond Free Library a new four-drawer card 
catalog. The library board has also purchased a new reading table 
for the library. 

The Garden Club of Ogdensburg has made a weekly flower arrangement 
for the library as a summer project. This is the second year the 
club has undertaken this service. 


Saratoga County. Saratoga Springs Public Library has received a John 
Cotton Dana award for outstanding publicity in 1950. The award was 
made at the 75th anniversary conference of the American Library 
Association in Chicago. 

The dedication of the new Corinth Free Library Memorial Building 
took place on Memorial Day. The parade comprising all patriotic 
organizations marched to the library where a brief ceremony took 
Place dedicating the building "to honor all from Corinth who served 
in the World War and as a lasting memorial to those who made the 
supreme sacrifice." 


Schenectady County. The children's department of the Schenectady County 
Public Library has sponsored Care Book Packages in the Main Children's 
Room and branches. To date six packages of books have been sent to 
the Netherlands, Norway, India, Italy, and Denmark. The contributions 
have been made by children. 


Steuben County. A Steuben County Library Association has been formed to 
study the needs of the public and school libraries in the county and 
to plan cooperatively. Officers of the newly-formed association are: 
president, Mrs. George McLellan, president of the Corning Public li- 
brary Friends of the Library; vice-president, Mrs. Mary Lester, li- 
brarian of the Hornell Public Library: secretary, Mrs. Gail P. Smith 
of Corning; treasurer, Mrs. Earl Armstrong of Wayland. Trustees in- 
clude representatives from Addison, Atlanta, Canisteo and Corning. 

The Corning Public Library has received a gift of over $800 from 
the Rotary Club. The gift will be used for records, films and an 
Encyclopedia Britannica. 


Tioga County. The Coburn Free Library in Owego was host to the libraries 
in the county who met for a workshop on the care of the book collection 
September 11 and 12. I, Marie Gustafson was coordinator. 

A display of books written by 42 authors, residents of the Owego 
area, attracted much attention in the window of the local book store. 
This exhibit was arranged by the Friends of the Library group as one 
of their many projects to arouse community interest in the library. 


Westchester County. Larchmont Public Library has moved into the new 
addition to its building. 
Rebecca Rankin, librarian of the Municipal Reference Library of 
New York City and a resident of Dobbs Ferry, was recently appointed 
a trustee of the Dobbs Ferry Library. 
Clara Hopper, who served as librarian of the White Plains Public 
Library from its opening in 1899 until 1938, died on July 13.

usual opportunity to participate in the observance of the sixth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the United Nations on October 24. The National 
Citizens' Committee for United Nations Day has already reminded all mayors 
and city managers of the part that libraries might play in local plans, 
so many libraries may already have been called on to take an active part. 
In any event it is not too late to arrange exhibits in the library and 

to cooperate with other groups in the observance of this significant 
anniversary. Much helpful information, including UN Day posters and 
background materials, can be obtained from the National Committee, which 
is located at 816 2lst Street, N.W., Washington 6, D. C. The bulletin, 
“Community Action for UN Day," published in 1950, is also still available 
for 25¢ from the same source. 


Appointment Made to Regional Library Staff: On September 16, Florence 
Harshe was provisionally appointed to the position of Senior Librarian at 
the Regional Library Service Center in Watertown. Miss Harshe is a 
graduate of Ohio State and Western Reserve Universities and has had a 
wide variety of experience in the public library of Lima, Ohio, and in 
the Library of Hawaii, Honolulu. She will fill the position left vacant 
in the Regional Library Service Center by the resignation of Margery 
Smith. 





Rare Copy of Constitution Acquired: The State Library announces the 
acquisition of one of the choicest items it has received in recent years. 
This is an original of the first edition of the Constitution of the 
United States published in 1787, and is one of three copies known to 
exist. This copy has been on display for the past several weeks in the 
rotunda of the State Library. 


Foreign Visitors to the State Library: Sven-Ola Hellmer, the city librar- 
ian of Umea and also central librarian of Vasterbatten province, visited 
the New York State Library from August 22 to August 27. Mr. Hellmer, who 
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is one of the outstanding librarians of Sweden, spent a total of three 
months visiting libraries in the United States under the auspices of the 

U. S. Department of State. During his stay in Albany he also visited 
several public libraries in the area. Upon his return to Sweden Mr. Hellmer 
will assume directorship of the Central Library Service in the City of Lund. 


Christian Klipstein from Laubach, Oberhessen, Germany, is Manager of 
the America House, (U. S. Information Center), in Giessen, Germany. Mr. 
Klipstein was brought to the United States on a three-months visit by the 
U. S. Department of State to study community councils with a view to aid- 
ing community leaders in rural Germany to stimulate German citizens to 
assume civic responsibility, His itinerary in the United States was 
arranged by the National Social Welfare Assembly. During his visit to 
the State Library, July 9-21, he was an interested observer of community 
activities in and near Albany. 


Exchanging of Certificates Continues: Approximately 2,000 new Public 
Librarian's Professional Certificates and Certificates of Qualification 
have now been issued by the Library Extension Division in exchange for 
old type certificates. With very few exceptions, this includes all 
holders of the old type certificates who are employed in the public 
libraries of the State. Application forms have also been sent to all 
other holders of the old type Graduate Library School Life, Professional 
Life and Five-year certificates. 

This means that an attempt has been made to notify all persons who, 
according to Library Extension Division records, are eligible for a new 
certificate on an exchange basis. Persons who, because of incorrect 
forwarding addresses, may not have received application forms but who feel 
that they are eligible for new certificates by exchange, should apply to 
the Library Extension Division before December 31, 1951, after which such 
exchanges may no longer be made. 


College Libraries Surveyed: Of particular interest to College librarians 
should be a recent article in the New York Times reporting a survey made 
under the auspices of the State Library. Under Dr. Gosnell's direction, 
Miss Virginia Moran of the Hunter College Library staff and Mr. Mason 
Tolman, with the cooperation of Mr. Frederic W. Stewart, the librarian 
of Hunter College Library, studied conditions in the college libraries 
throughout the country by a questionnaire and by personal visits. The 
results of this survey were indicated by Dr. Fine in his column of the 
Times on July 22. The publication of the full report is now being 
arranged. 


Book Week Time Again: To small libraries who wish to prepare a Book Week 
exhibit, November 11 to 17, Traveling Libraries is making available again 
this year a collection of 20 new children's books, a Book Week poster, 
streamers and bookmarks. Since requests must be filled in the order they 
are received, it is none too early to apply for one of these collections. 
The books may be kept by the borrowing library for six months. 


Report of Federal Library Service Bill: Latest reports regarding the new 
Library Service Bill to provide federal assistance for establishing and 
improving library service in all States, particularly in rural areas, indi- 
cate that the Senate bill (S.1452) has been reported favorably by the 
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Senate Labor and Public Welfare Committee and that eight Library Service 
Bills have been introduced in the House of Representatives. All of these 
Library Service Bills in both the Senate and the House are identical. 


Dr. Gosnell UNESCO Delegate: Dr. Charles F. Gosnell, New York State Li- 
brarian and Assistant Commissioner of Education, has been appointed to be 
U. S. Delegate to a UNESCO conference on libraries. The conference will 
meet in Sao Paulo, Brazil, in the first two weeks of October. 

The conference is sponsored jointly by the United Nations Educational 
Scientific and Cultural Organization and the Organization of American 
States. Approximately 60 delegates are expected to represent participating 
countries. Work of the conference will include planning for the develop-~ 
ment of a broader system of public library service in latin America. 

Dr. Gosnell has been associated with the development of library ser- 
vice in this area for many years. He was formerly Chairman of the Committee 
on Library Service with Latin America of the American Library Association. 


Regulations Affecting Library Construction Revised: In a memorandum dated 
August 8, the United States Office of Education advised the Library Exten- 
sion Division of certain revisions affecting National Production Authority 
Reeulation M-4 relative to the use of materials for library construction, 
but not affecting construction already authorized. Copies of these and 
other recent revisions of NPA regulations may be obtained from NPA Region- 
al, District or Field Offices. Permits authorizing the allotment of crit- 
ical materials for library construction are issued by the U. S. Office of 
Education. The Library Extension Division will be glad to be of assistance 
in any way possible to libraries seeking such permission. 


Citations for Library Recruiting Renewed: Field Enterprises, Inc., Ki- 
ucational Division, will contribute awards for the most effective recruit- 
ing activities undertaken during (a) 1950 and 1951 and (b) 1952, and re- 
ported to the A.L.A. Board of Education for Librarianship in 1951 and 
1952. Six awards of $100 each will be zranted at the ALA Midwinter Con- 
ference in 1952 for activities in the combined years 1950 and 1951. Six 
similar awards will be presented at the corresponding Midwinter Conference 
for projects during the year 1952. 

Libraries will be srouped in six different classes, ranging from small 
public libraries to special libraries and special library organizations, 
and one award will be made in each group. Reports on activities in prog- 
ress during the two-year period 1950 and 1951 must be received at ALA Head~- 
quarters on or before December 1, 1951. Printed announcements containing 
full details may be obtained from ALA Headquarters.
